GREAT IN 1925 


, 1925 Record Passed That Of 
Previous Year By 
$337,206.50 


Building activity in the city of 
Richmond during the year 1925 
surpassed that of 1924 by $337,- 
206.50, according to figures com- 
piled by City Building Inspector 
E. E. Grow for his annual report 
for the year ending January 1, 
1926. 

During the year 1925 the -build- 
ing valuation amounted ‘to $1,307,- 
327 whils in 1924 it was $970,120.- 
50. The year just passed was _the 
banner one in the history of the 
city and marked only the second 
time that the million dollar mark 
wis reached. 

Permits issued by Grow for new 
buildings during the two years 
Were equal, 429 each year. There 
were 95 permits for alterations 
in 1925 and 66 in 1924, making 
the total 524 in 1925 and 495 
in 1924. q 

The difference in the amount of 
the valuations during the two 
years is due to the size of the 
buildings erected during 1925. 
Several of Richmond’s most im-

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WHERE FIRES START 


The greater partsof the annual fire loss of the 
United: States, aggregating hundreds of millions an- 
nually, is traced to six sources by the National Fire 
Waste Council in cooperation with the insurance de- 
partment of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 


‘As enumerated in a bulletin ssued by the council 
these are: 


Improper building gonstruction; defective instal- 
lation of equipment supply power, heat and light; im- | 
proper or careless storage, handling and distribution of 
explosives and inflammable liquids; handling and use 
of nitro-cellulose films; storage of trash and rubbish; 
storage, handling and use of matches. 

The best way of launching a campaign against | 
fire waste, it is suggested, is by concentrating the at- 
tack upon the hazards arising from these six sources. 
This can best be done by ‘the enactment of fire codes 
or ordinances. 


‘Most cities,” the bulletin’ states, “have or- 
dinances or state ‘laws dealing’ with ‘at least some of 
these subjects, but in many cases they: are incomplete 
or obsolete. Frequently the enforcement of these 
ordinances is so poor ‘the community does not profit 


from them.” 


WE NEED THE MARINE 


Everyone who ‘believes in the American mer- | 
chant marine will agree with this statement of ihe| 
Secretary of Commerce. 


-, “For the protection of our commerce from dis-' 
crimination and from combinations which would im- 
“pose onerous freight rates we must maintain upon each ; 
of the twenty overseas trade routes that are connecting 
links between our inland trade routes and foreign 
countries the operation of a very substantial shipping 
under the American flag. | 
“Commerce cannot operate upon uncertainty of 
transportation; it requires regular ferry-like sailings 

over essential routes.” 

The difficulties which we are encountering in 
getting our merchant marine on to a permanent basis 
are not from lack of a widespread sentiment favoring 
the merchani marine, but from the failure to agree on 
a definite and satisfactory plan of procedure. The 
American people want our merchant marine perpetuat- 
ed and they want it done in the soundest way econo- 
mically and the one which will place the leas: bur- | 
den on the government. No suaticr whether the ships 
are operated by the government or by private shipping 
“interests with the assisiance of the government, either 


Our national pride and our national 
safety demand this, to say neéthing of the economic 
disadvantage of placing our commerce at the mercy 
of freight rates dictated by foreign shipping interests.

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The farmer produced just about as much stuff in 1925 as in 1924, 
and it was worth a hundred million dollars more, according to the 
annual! year-end survey of the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation. 
The average of all farm prices is now 154 per cent of the pre-war 
average, as compared with 149 per cent last year at this time. The 
real significance of this is indicated more clearly by the relation of 
returns from the sale of farm products to wholesale prices of com- 
modities which the farmer buys and consumes. This means, states the 
Foundation, that the purchasing power of the farmer’s dollar has 
risen from 66, the lowest point following the war, to 90 for 1925 and 
indicates, that agriculture is recovering. 


The low peak, prior to the war of values of farm products came 
in 1914 with a valuation of $11,517,000,000. The high peak values for 
farm products came during the war with a gross total of $24,854,000,000 
for 1919. Then came the four critical years in which farm prices: fell 
below cost of production and values became correspondingly low. 


In 1924 the total value of all the farm products raised in the 
United States was estimated at $17,355,000,000. This year the pro- 
duction is estimated at $17,454,000,000. The cash income to the farmer 
for his 1925 work will be right around $10,000,000,000.
